"9. Resolved, That all the prop¬ 
erty of the M. E. Church, in meet 
ing houses, parsonages, etc., with¬ 
in the bounds of the Southern or¬ 
ganization shall be FOREVER 
free from claim set upon the part 
of the M. E. Church,” •

Under this authority the M. E. 
Church .South was organized in 
1845 and the Senior Bishop, al¬ 
though horn in Maine, adhered to 
us. The pro rata proceeds of the 
publishing houses were not paid 
over and a suit was instituted and
